Mr. S k a r s introduced a bill to divide the State 
into Congressional Districts. Referred to Committee 
on Apportionment. 
This bill divides the State into six districts as fol­ 
lows : 
First D istrict—Del Norte, Hum boldt, Men- 
doeiuo. Trinity, Siskiyou, Modoc, Shasta, Lassen, 
Tehama, Plumas, ! utte, Y'uba, Sierra, Nevada and 
Placer. 
Second District—Napa, Solano, Yolo, S ut­ 
ter, Sacramento, El Dorado, Amador, Calaveras, 
Alpine, Tuolumne, Mari]*o8& and Contra Co6ta 
Third D istrict— Col usa, Lake. Sonoma, Marin and 
all th at portion of the city of San Francisco em ­ 
braced in the Ninth and Tenth Senatorial Districts. 
Fourth District—All the balance oí San Francisco. 
Fifth District—Alameda, San Mateo, San Joaquin, 
Stanislaus, Merced, Fresno, San Benito, Mono, Tu­ 
lare and Inyo. 
Sixth D istrict—Patita Clara, Santa 
Crux, Monterey, San Luis Obispo, Kern, Santa Bar­ 
bara, Ventura, Los Angeles, San Bernardino an 1 
San Dieiro. 
Consideration of S. B. 4 was resumed. 
The bill 
was ruu through with the exception of the tw o sec­ 
tions passed, and at 12:35 the President declared a 
recess until 2 o’clock. 
A fternoon S ession . 
Senate called to order at 2 o’clock. 
President 
pro tern. Johnston in the chair. 
Mr. W e n d e l l from the Judiciary Committee made 
a report on the section of the road law introduced 
by Mr. Johnson, as follows: The bill purports to 
be a gem-ral law relating to roads and highways 
framed under the clause of the Governor's procla- 
tion convening the Legislature, which authorizes it 
to enact a general road law. The bill provides for 
a general property road tax, te be levied by the 
Board of Supervisors of the county. The pro­ 
posed am endm ent provides “ th at SO per cent, of 
the am ount thereof collected from in:orporated 
cities or towns shall be paid-to the Treasurer of 
such 
city 
o r 
town, 
and 
applied 
by 
the 
Council, 
Board of 
Trustees or 
other 
legis­ 
lative 
power 
thereof, 
in 
repairing, 
gravel­ 
ing, paving t r planking streets or alleys in 
said cities or towns.” This we believe to be in con 
flict with Section 12, Article X I, of the Constitu­ 
tion, which forbids the Legislature to exercise di­ 
rectly the taxing power upon counties, cities, towns 
or other municipalities for county, city, town or 
other municipal purposes, and requires that power 
to be vested in the corporate powers thereof. 
Un­ 
der this section the Legislature cannot vest in the 
legislative power of a county the power to levy 
taxes upon an incorporated city or town for city or 
town purposes. 
It is not perm itted to exercise the 
power itself nor vest it anywhere save in the author­ 
ities of the community affected thereby. The Con­ 
stitution recognizes in the broadest extent the prin­ 
ciple of local self-government. 
It provides for the 
incorporation of cities and towns, which shall have 
full control of their local affairs. 
The care and im­ 
provement of the streets and alleys of an incor­ 
porated city or town is a m atter of domestic concern, 
which properly falls within the province of the 
municipal authorities. 
The term “ roads ” d< es not 
include “ streets or alleys 
the term “ highways” 
in a certain sense is sometimes held to include 
them , but in its ordinary and usual acceptation it 
does not. The m anner in which streets and alleys 
shall be opened, repaired, m aintained and improved 
is provided for in the charters and Acts of incorpo­ 
ration of the various cities and towns o f the State. 
Most, if not all of them , authorize the levy of taxes 
for th at purjiose. 
It would be an anomaly for a 
city to levy taxes for the m aintenance of its streets 
and alleys, and for the count\ to do the Same 
thing. 
The subject-m atter could hardlv fall within 
the domain of both. The committee arc of the 
opinion that the subject-m atter of the am endm ent— 
the repairing and maintenance of the streets and 
alleys of unincorporated cities and towns—does not 
come 
within the limita of “ a general road 
law,*’ as specified in the 
Governor’s 
procla­ 
mation ; 
th at 
it 
is 
a different 
subject- 
m atter from that of “ roads and highw ays’’ which 
is specified in the title of the subject of the Act, 
and if adopted would make the bill objectionable us 
embracing more than one subject, and further, that 
it is in conflict with Section 12 of Article XI. of the 
Constitution. 
The report was laid over.

by a vote of 16 to 9. 
Mr. S e a r s introduced a bill to divide the State 
into Congressional Districts. Referred to Committee 
on Apportionment. 
This bill divides the State into six districts 8S fol­ 
lows : 
First District— Del Norte, Humboldt, Men­ 
docino, Trinity, Siskiyou, Modoc, Shasta, Lassen, 
Tehama, Plumas, ! utte, Yuba, Sierra, Nevada and 
Placer. 
Second D istrict—Napa, Solano. Yolo, S u t­ 
ter, Sacramento, El Dorado, Amador, Calaveras, 
Alpine, Tuolumne, Mari{>osa and Contra Costa 
Third D istrict—Colusa, Lake, Sonoma, Marin and 
all th at portiou of the city of San Francisco em ­ 
braced in the Ninth and Tenth Senatorial Districts. 
Fourth D istrict—All the balance of San Francisco. 
Fifth District—Alameda, San Mateo, San Joaquin, 
Stanislaus, Merced, Fresno, San Benito, Mono, T u­ 
lare and Inyo. 
Sixth D istrict—hanta Clara, Santa 
Cruz, Monterey, San Luis Obispo, Kern, Santa Bar­ 
bara, Ventura, Los Angeles, San Bernardino an * 
San Diego. 
Consideration of S. B. 4 was resumed. 
The bill 
was ru'n through with the exception of the two sec­ 
tions passed, and at 12:35 the President declared a 
recess until 2 o'clock. 
A f te rn o o n S e s sio n . 
Senate called to order at 2 o’clock. 
President 
pro tem . Johnston in the chair. 
Mr. W e n d e l l from the Judiciary Committee made 
a report on the section of the road law introduced 
by Mr. Johnson, as follows: The bill purports to 
he a general law relating to roads and highways 
framed under the clause of the Governor’s procla- 
tion convening the Legislature, which authorizes it 
to enact a general road law. The bill provides for 
a general property road tax, to be levied by the 
Board of Supervisors of the county. The pro­ 
posed am endm ent provides “ th at 80 per cent, of 
the am ount thereof collected from incorporated 
cities or towns shall be paid-to th e Treasurer of 
such 
city 
or 
town, 
and 
applied 
by 
the 
Council, 
Board of 
Trustees or 
other 
legis­ 
lative 
power 
thereof, 
in 
repairing, 
gravel­ 
ing, paving cr planking streets or alleys in 
said cities or towns.” This we believe to be in con 
flict w ith Section 12, Article XL, of the Constitu­ 
tion, which forbids the Legislature to exercise di­ 
rectly the taxing power upon counties, cities, towns 
or other m unicipalities for county, city, town or 
other municipal purposes, and requires that power 
to be vested in the corporate powers thereof. 
Un­ 
der this section the Legislature cannot vest in the 
legislative power of a county the power to levy 
taxes upon an incorporated city or town for city or 
town purposes. 
It is not perm itted to exercise the 
power itself nor vest it anywhere save in the author­ 
ities of the community affected thereby. 
The Con­ 
stitution recognizes in the broadest extent the prin­ 
ciple of local self-government. 
It provides for the 
incorporation of cities and towns, which shall have 
full control of their local affairs. 
The care and im­ 
provement of the streets and alleys of an incor­ 
porated city or town is a m atter of domestic concern, 
which properly falls within the province of the 
municipal authorities. 
The term “ roads ” d >es not 
include “ streets or alleys ; ’’ the term “ highways” 
in a certain sense is sometimes held to include 
them , but in its ordinary and usual acceptation it 
does not. The m anner in which streets and alleys 
shall be opened, repaired, m aintained and improved 
is provided for in the charters and Acts of incorpo­ 
ration of the various cities and towns of the State. 
Most, if not all of them, authorize th e levy of taxes 
for th at purjrose. 
It would be an anomaly for a 
city to levy taxes for the m aintenance of its btreets 
and alleys, and for the countv to do the s.»me 
thing. 
The subject-m atter could hardly fall within 
the domain of both. The committee arc of the 
opinion th at the subject-m atter of the am endm ent— 
the repairing and maintenance of the streets and 
alley» of unincorporated cities and tow ns- does not 
come 
within the lim its of 
“ a general 
road 
law,” as specified in 
the 
Governor’s 
procla­ 
mation ; 
th at 
it 
is 
a different 
subject- 
m atter from th at of “ roads and highw ays” which 
is specified in the title of the subject of the Act, 
and if adopted would m ake the bill objectionable ua 
embracing more than oue subject, and further, that 
it is in conflict with Section 12 of Article XI. of the 
Constitution. 
The report was laid over. 
The rem ainder of the day was spent in discussion^m 
the section relative to road poll taxes, and a substi­ 
tute offered by Mr. D i c k i n s o n , authorizing a tax not 
to exceed two dollars, with the privilege of working 
two days in lieu thereof, was adopted. 
At 5 o’clock, on motion of Mr. C b f .n k y , the Sen­ 
ate adjourned to m eet at 
10 o’clock to-morrow 
morning.

The le tte r of 
School S uperintendent 
Landes on the question of annual exam ina­ 
tions in th e public schools, which we 
printed in our last issue, appears to us to 
be in the main ju st and tim ely. 
The sole 
rational justification of these exam inations 
would be th a t th ey really advanced the 
scholars. 
If they do not do th a t they are 
a t least superfluous. 
B ut M r. Landes has, 
m ade it very clear th at, while they do not 
have th e one beneficial effect w hich could 
alone w arrant th eir continuance, they have 
m any effects which are directly evil. There 
is no room for doubt as to th e tru th of the 
assertion th a t they unsettle the m inds of 
the children, impose upon them a perni­ 
cious system of cram m ing, subject the 
nervous and sensitive pupils to objec­ 
tionable pressure, perm it indolent scholars 
to achieve spurious records, break the 
continuity of th e school course, and gener­ 
ally foster a very bad tendency tow ard su ­ 
perficial and m eretricious displays. 
There 
is 
no 
sense 
in a 
system 
the 
m ain 
purpose of which seems to be to pu t 
all 
th e 
children 
on 
exhibition 
once 
a 
year, 
and 
whoever has 
passed ex­ 
am inations of any kind m ust be aware 
th at they necessitate an am ount of anxiety, 
cramming, and nervousness the imposition 
of which upon children cannot bu t be harm ­ 
ful to them . 
I t is scarcely w orth while to 
consider their value as m easures of progress, 
for it has been too often dem onstrated th at 
they are quite as likely as not to reverse 
the natural order of things ; to hold back 
the really capable, and to give a factitious 
standing to the least studious. 
The effect 
they have upon th e teachers is probably but 
little less injurious than th a t which they 
exercise upon the children. 
They cause 
th e whole school course to be subordinated 
to them . 
E verything m ust be tested by 
its relations to the annual examination. 
The inevitable result is th a t a desire grows 
up among the teachers to get the best pos­ 
sible showings out of these exam inations, 
instead of a desire to im part th e most solid 
and enduring education to the classes. 
The failure of the annual exam inations is 
further dem onstrated by the 
fact th at 
in many cases the children who have 
passed them w ith 
credit prove to be 
quite unlit for promotion subsequently. 
This fact shows th at as genuine registers 
of genuine progress the exam inations are 
discredited, and nothing m ore should be 
required 
to 
w arrant 
th eir 
abolition. 
Parents who pay proper atten tio n to the 
standing and progress of th eir children in 
the schools m ust have discovered for them ­ 
selves th at the present system is extrem ely 
defective. 
The fact is th a t prom otion 
should be based upon th e term records and 
the reports of the teachers taken together, 
as Mr. Landes suggests. 
W e should then 
have a practically reliable gauge of pro­ 
gress, and the scholars w ould, moreover, 
be compelled to pay far closer attention to 
their average standing, know ing, as they 
would do, th a t there was no prospect of 
redeeming neglected opportunities by any 
hocus-pocus in a scram bling exam ination. 
Any system which tends to encourage or 
necessitate cram m ing is a bad one, and th at 
the present one does this cannot he doubted. 
In short, it seems to us th a t th e w eight of 
argum ent is all against th e exam inations, 
and th a t there is really no reasonable de­ 
fense to be m ade for them .

Case. 
W ashington, A pril 11th.—In the Supreme 
Court to-day a decision was made in the case 
of Thomas W ardell, appellant, vs. The Union 
Pacific Railway Company et al.—A n appeal 
from the Circuit Court of the U nited States 
for the D istrict of Nebraska. 
Oa the Ilith 
of July. ISOS, Oliver Ames, President of the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company, acting by 
direction of the Exechtive Committee of the 
Board of Directors, entered into a contract 
with W ardell and others, by which the latter 
were empowered to occupy and work, upon 
extremely favorable terms, coal lauds belong­ 
ing to the company along the whole fine of 
the latter’s road. 
Shortly thereafter a stock 
company, under the name of the Wyoming 
Coal and Mining Company, was organized, 
with W ardell and a number of Directors of 
the Union Pacific Company as its leading 
stockholders. 
To this corporation W ardell 
transferred his contract without consideration. 
On 
the 
13th 
of 
March, 
1874, 
the 
officers and agents of the railroad com­ 
pany, 
by 
order of 
the 
United 
States 
Directors, 
seized 
the 
mines, 
bonds, 
papers 
and 
personal 
property 
of 
the 
mining company, 
and 
have 
held 
and 
used them ever since. 
W ardell sues under 
the contract for damages resulting from such 
seizure, and from the attem pted abrogation 
of the contract. 
The railroad’s main defense 
is that the contract is void, on account of 
fraud ; that it was executed fur the company 
by the Executive Committee of its Board of 
Directors, a m ajority of whom, by previous 
agreement, were to be equally interested in 
i t ; th at for th at reason its tertnB were made 
so favorable to the contractors aud so un­ 
favorable to the railroad company as to 
enable the contractors to make very large 
gains at the railroad company's expense, aud 
th at the organization of the Wyoming Coal 
and M ining Company was a new device to 
enable those Directors to participate in the 
profuse contract, which, as agents of the rail­ 
road company, they had executed, and which 
as 
contractors 
they 
proposed to make 
money out 
of. 
This 
Court 
holds 
to 
the 
argument 
of 
the 
utterly 
illegal 
aud 
indefensible character of this con­ 
tract. 
I t was a scheme to enable the 
Directors who authorized it to divide among 
themselves in d the contractors large sums of 
money, which should have been saved to the 
railroad. 
All arrangements by the Directors 
of the railroad company, by which a new 
company is formed as an auxiliary to the 
original one, with the understanding with the 
Directors of the original company th at some 
of them shall take stock in it, and then that 
valuable contracts should he given it, in the 
profits of which the Directors, as stockholders 
of the new company, shall share, are so many 
unlaw ful schemes to enrich their promoters 
at the expense of the stockholders and credit­ 
ors of the original company, and they will be 
condemned whenever they are brought before 
the Courts for consideration of the complaint. 
W ardell can derive no benefit from a contract 
tainted as this is with fraud, or sustain any 
claim against the railroad company for its 
repudiation. 
The decree of the Court below 
is affirmed, w ith costs.

The New Plan—Rules—Im portant Change 
In Terms. 
The City Board of Education met last 
evening. Present, a full Board. 
A com­ 
mittee of Principals was present, and sub­ 
mitted :n writing the proposed plan for pro­ 
motions heretofore referred to. It was as 
follows: 
That the pupils of the high and gram­ 
mar schools shall be promoted only on 
the unanimous recommendations of their 
teachers aud the Principal of the school of 
which they are members. That the teachers 
of the third and fourth grades shall be pro­ 
moted with their pupils, and after passing 
through the fourth, third and second grades, 
shall return to the fourth grade ; but in case 
there should not be pupils sufficient in the 
second and third grades at the time of pro­ 
motion to give each teacher of the next lower 
grade a position, then it shall be the study of 
the Principal of said school to designate what 
teacher or teachers are to remain in the third 
or the fourth grades for the second year, 
and such selection shall always be made 
with reference to the ability and tact of 
the teacher to instruct in these grades. 
The 
teachers on reaching the second grade may 
be assigned by the Principal to instruct iu 
those branches in which they have been most 
successful in the third and fourth grades. It 
is further recommended that the pupils from 
the fifth grade be admitted to the grammar 
schools on a written examination prepared 
and conducted by the Principals of the gram­ 
mar schools. 
Superintendent I,ande3 read a paper set­ 
ting forth his objections to the plan, the 
chief point of which was objection to the 
promotion of teachers, the plan otherwise 
meeting his approval. He believed the plan 
would remove the checks now deemed 
efficient by which the teachers now see to it 
that those of the grades below do the work 
allotted them, leaving none to be done in the 
upper grade. The present system is an aid 
to the Principals in detecting poor work. It 
is a benefit to pupils to have a change of 
teachers once a year. Assigning to each 
teacher a particular branch of work seems 
now to work well. He admitted that the 
proposed plan would work improvement 
iu the 
teachers, 
giving 
them broader 
experience, 
etc. 
The 
public 
schools, 
however, 
are 
not 
intended 
to 
be 
normal 
schools, 
The 
great 
object 
is 
to develop the minds of the pupils. The 
plan also ks.-ens the work of Principals, 
as they will have little else to do than to 
teach their classes and attend to common 
routine work. 
After some remarks by members, in which 
they reserved their judgments, the matter 
was laid over until the next meeting. 
In the matter of bids for supplies, it was 
found that the advertisement for bids for sup­ 
plies must be made in June and September, 
and H. S. Crocker & Co. offering to supply 
at old bid rates until June, the Board ac­ 
cepted the offer. 
Miss Florence Chapman applied for a posi­ 
tion as a teacher. 
The President said he had received an -un­ 
sealed communication which preferred no 
charges against any teacher in the depart­ 
ment, but related wholly to a private matter. 
He asked leave to seal and return the com­ 
munication without reading to the Board, 
and leave was granted. 
The Board, on motion of Mr. Stalker, de­ 
clared the 2Cth of April a school holiday. 
The Committee on Salaries reported, and 
the report was laid over for consideration at 
the next meeting. 
The Board then resumed consideration of 
its rules and discussed and adopted rules from 
29 to 42 inclusive. 
The most important of 
these is one which it is understood an­ 
swers 
to 
the 
public 
desire, 
and 
is 
the result of the necessity of bringing the 
school year into harmony with the new 
school law. 
Heretofore the first school term 
of the school year has been a broken one, un­ 
der which school has been kept in June and 
July, followed by a vacation until October, 
and a resumption of the term. 
Under the 
new rule the year will begin in October and 
the two terms will be unbroken. The result 
is that th¡3 year there will be four months of 
vacation, i. e. from the close of the present 
school year, at the end of May, until Octo­ 
ber. The new rule provides that there shall 
be two terms in each school year, with one 
long and two short vacations. 
The first term 
begins on the first Monday in October and 
closes the last Friday in February. The sec­ 
ond term commences the second Monday in 
March and continues to the last Friday in 
July. 
Vacations take place in the winter 
holiday week and in March, and the long va­ 
cation in August and September. To get 
the rule into operation it was necessary, 
tbeiefore, this year to have no school in June 
and July, and hence the four months’ recess. 
The Board was unanimous in the belief 
that the broken term iu summer, under the 
old system, resulted in a practical loss to 
pupils, so many remaining out of classes in 
June and July that on reassembling in Octo­ 
ber the classes had practically to begin over 
again with the course of study for the school 
year. Under the new rule teachers this year 
lose two months’ salary, but make it up in 
two years, while the scholars receive the same 
number of months of teaching and suffer no 
loss. 
These matters were all considered and 
debated, and the new rule was then unani­ 
mously adopted.

The 
down­ 
ward course is one of increasing velocity. 
Like a man rowing the Niagara, further 
above the falls he may change his course, but 
as he approaches the rapids he reaches a point 
beyond self-control, and is carried into the 
abyss. 
Character grows to fixedness either 
for good or to ruin. The growth in upward 
life should be* earnest. It is not enough to 
be tending in the right direction; fruitful 
lives are required. The fig tree with nothing 
but its foliage of leaves and having no fruit 
was the oniy thing the Lord cursed while 
upon earth. He closed with remarks upon 
the mercy and love cf God, ever extended, 
and like the cool, Sowing mountain stream, 
ever abundant for the thirsty, weary traveler. 
Mr. and Mrs. Stebbins then sang a piece 
composed upon the last words of a young 
man who, as Mr. Stebbins remarked, died 
soon after his conversion, and under remorse 
that he had won no souls to Christ, entitled 
“ Must I Go Empty-handed?” 
Mr. Stebbins then announced an after 
meeting for devotional exercises, and while 
the audience sang " I Need Thee Every 
Hour,” those who desired retired, but a good 
portion of the congregation remained.

one of tne3e. however, but was broad, and all 
the suggestions of the piece—entitled "T he 
T utor”—were of amorous indiscretions, im­ 
proper appointment*, marital inconstancy, 
the sowing of wild oats by half-fi-.dged 
youths, and the hypocritical deceitfulness 
of old sinners. There wrs r.ot in the play, 
from opening to close, a thought suggested 
or a sentiment expressed that would tie fit 
for guide cr reflection. The comedy un­ 
doubtedly pointed th? truth in m anya life; 
so would other realistic *<■ ufs from far lower 
levels, and with much more force. But the 
gild of wit and fun in last night’s perform­ 
ance was intended by the playwright to blind 
thi mental viiion to the suggestive broadness 
in which mcdtra c unedy so greatly deals. 
The real horrors of Parisian slums, a- drawn 
by Zola in “ L’Assomuoir” and “ Nana,” 
are less deban- hing than comedies of the 
character of " The Tutor.” So much for the 
play.

I.ingard was a tutor misleading his pupil and 
deceiving his patrons, and he played the part 
well.

He showed his newspaper creden­ 
tial and note-book, and, having established 
his professional identity, was requested to 
act as a flag of truce bearer to enable the 
English to take care of their wounded. lie 
reached the British camp that night and 
wrote his dispatch of 2,500 words. That dis­ 
patch was put upon the army field wires 
and reached the coast. 
Hence it traveled 
up the east coast of Africa, over 3,000 
miles, and tapped the East ludían wires in 
the Gulf of Aden; thence on the bottom 
of the lied Sea, another 2,000 or 3,000 
miles, to the Mediterranean ; thence on 
the bottom of the Mediterranean to Italy ; 
thence through Italy and over the Alps 
and through France and across the British 
Chaunel to London. 
Not stopping there, 
it goes to Valentía, on the west coast of 
Ireland, and speeds across the Atlantic to 
Newfoundland, thence to New York, and 
from New York across the continent to 
San Franciaeo, and on the following morn­ 
ing it is printed in every daily newspaper 
in the civilized world—a thousand of them 
in this country.
